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INTRODUCTION 



The Criterion FAfiferenoed Assessment Banks and the Criterion Referenced Inventories were 
developed by the Montgomery County Public Schools Departmem ot Instruciiortal Resources 
as part of a comprehensive program of media skills. These evakiation tools represent one 
component of a unified media progiam concept which originated in the 1960's„ when a 
concerted effort was made to transform the traditional school library into a unified media 



center. 



In the late 60's and early 70's, the concept of a unified media program was further developed by 
interrelating media skills instruction with the overall MCPS curriculum. 

In 1971, the n^partment of Educational Media and'TechnoIogy. now the Deparimeat of 
Instruction; sources, initiated work on a media skills project a) to teach students the 
necessar>' s n; :o learn effectively through the utilization of media resources and b) to help 
students becume independent users and producers of media. 

In 197o, as a continuing effort to improve skills instruction, a Scope and Sequence Chart of 
Instructional Objectiwes for Media Research and Cksmmunication Skills was developed in draft 
form; and sample assessment measures were provided as models to be used by media specialists 
and teachers in developing their o%vn assessment measures. In 1978, this chart was revised and 
producf-d as the Instructional Objectives for Information Retrieval and Med'a Production, 
referred to as the "Blue Book." The document- was included in the Muliidisciplinary' 
Programs section of the 1979 MCPS Prograrn of Studies, 

Recognizing the need to help media specialists in the planning and i nplementation of the 
Instructional Objectives jm Information Retrieval and Media Production, the Departineiit of 
Instructional Resources initiated the development of several supporting components. These 
included increased assistance to media specialists in planning with teachers; the continuing 
production of media skills aciivities; the development of a school-wide annual plan of media 
instruction; and the production of assessment measitres to diagnose students' acqiiisition of the 
skills outlined in the "Blue Book." It is the assessment component which ultimately led to the 
development of the Criterion Referenced Assessment Banks and Criterion Referenced Inven- 



tories. 



In the summer of 1979, a committee selected by the Department of Instructional Resources 
developed two diagnostic insiruments to be used with students in Grades Six and Nine in 
deterntininf whWaddiitona is apt to be needed by each student for the mastery of 

media skills by the end of Grades Six and Nine. The committee was guided by the following 
recommendations; 

Items should be written for those objectives considered essential for students' success in 
Grades Seven and Ten. 

, Materials referred to, or ilkistrations used in conjunction with the items, should 
represent those materials which are used by stodents in meeting instructional 
objectives identified in the various disciplines included in the Program of Studies. 

. Vocabulary levels of items should be consistent with the»frade levels for which they 
were intended.

^our needs assessment instruments were developed: two Criterion Referenced Assessment 
knks, one each for Grade Six and Grade Nine; and two Criterion Ref&enced Inventories, one 
-ach for students entering Grade Seven and Grade Ten.The Criterion Referenced Inventories 
:4ntain items based upon objectives selected from the Criterion Referenced Assessment Banks. 

Both the Criterion Referenced Assessment Banks (CRABS) and the Criterion Referenced 
Invenrories (CRIS) are criterion-referenced rather than norm-refertnced since all items 
correspond direcdy to the objectives outlined in the Instructional Objectives for Information 
Retrinal and Media Production "Blue Book." 

The CR.4BS contain items organized into skill clusters as oudined in the *'Blue Book/' Each 
cluster m CRAB 6 is bound individually, and the entire set is accompanied by a separate booklet 
of illustrations necessary for the completion of the assessment items. CRAR 9 is bound in one 
booklet and is also accompanied by a separate booklet of illustrations. 

The CRABS should be administered to students prior to instruction or review in any skill area. 
The media specialist and the teacher should select the appropriate cluster(s) needed to assess 
students' master\^ and administer those items to the students. Using the results, the media 
specialist and the teacher will determine student groupings and provide the appropriate 
instruction. 

The CRIS contain items organized into one booklet and accompanied by a separate booklet of 
illustrations. These inventories ar^- to be administered at the beginning of Grades Seven and 
Ten to determine which skills the students have already acquired and which skills are in need of 
remforcement. It is anticipated that these inventories will serve as a valuable tool for media 
spedalists to use with incoming students. It is strongly recommended that the CRABS and the 
CRIS be used as outlined in order to provide an effective measure of media skills achievement. 

Both the Imtructional Objectives for Information Retrieval and Media Production and the 
assessment project represent an ongoing commitment by the Department of Instructional 
Resources to the development of a unified media program. 

This commitment will be further extended to include the following:

Between 146 and 27 b.g,, the Romans complatad 
their conqu^t of the Hellenistic world. For a time, 
^ Greece prospercd, Del^ became a cenier of interna- 
tional commerce. But^ in 88 B.a, Mithridat^ of Pontus 
d^ttoyed Delw when he tried to drive the Romans 
from Greece. "Hie Romans defeated him, capturing 
Athenj and burning its ihipyardi, Roman leaden then 
fought three civil wan on Greek soiL During these waii, 
the Greeks lost mmt of their wealth. 

In ipite of th^ setbacka, Greek civilization con- 
tinued to spread. TTie Romans adopted Greek cultufe, 
Greek tfadiuoni lived on not only in Greece, but also 
in the wndngs of Roman oratora and po^tM such as 
Cicero, Horace, and VirgiL Under Roman rule, 
Greece enjoyed 300 yea^ of unbroken peace, TTie coun- 
slowly recovered its wealth. The Romans rebuilt 
Corinth and made it the capital of the province. 

Christianity began to spread in Greece, especially 
among the slaves and the poor. In a,d. 330, Constan- 
tine the Great moved the capital of the Roman Empire 
from Rome to the former Gmek colony of Byzantium, 
changing ite name to Constantinople. The empire wm 
divided into eastern and w^tem halves in a.d, 395, 
and Gfeece became part of die East Roman, or By- 
zantinej Empire. The Byzantine Empire reprwnt^ 
the second ^^t period in Greek histoty. It lasted for 
more than 1,000 years and produced a remarkable 
civilisation of i to own. 

The Byzantines were unable to protect the Greek 
mainland from fierce trib^ from the north. The history 
of Greece in Byzandne tim^ Is one of constant inva- 
sion. The Byzantine Empire finally colla{^ed when the 
Ottoman Turks captured Comtantinople in a.d. 1453,

in what is now Turkeyj and icauered trading posts 
around the Black Sea. Greek colonists made ietdements 
as far away m India, Portugal, and Sudan. 

Sur^cn Naturei^ Jagged lim^tone mountains rMe 
on about three-fourths of ancient Greece. Forests 
covered the mountain slop^, The latest plains lay in 
Thessaly in the north, in Attica and Boeoda in central 
Greece, and in Laconia and M^enia in the Pclopon- 
nesuSj the southern peninsula of Greece, The peaks of 
submerged mountain chains stood in the sea as islands. 

Nafurai Rm%munm%, The soil of Greece more fer- 
tile in ancient times than it is today. But even then, only 
about one-founh of the land could be cultivated. The 
rest of the land was rocky and unfit for growing crops. 
Fanners could use it only for pasture. Mosf farmera 
raised goats and sheep. A few had cows, hogi, and 
horses. The land contained so few natural resources 
that the Greeks had to depend on commerce and col- 
onies for wealth. 

The countryfs forests were la^er in ancient times 
than they are today. Their trees helped hold water in 
the soil. Most of the ancient forests were cut down for 
use as fuel, because Greece has no coaL 

The mountains of Greece provided much marble, but 
only small amounts of mineral or^. The Greeks mined 
some copper, gold, lead, and silver; but little iron. 
Gold came from the islands of Siphn^ and Thasos^ 
The regions of Laureion and Maronea supplied silver, 
Boais, deer, and hares roamed the for^ts and pro- 
vided Greek hunteis with food and sport. The seas 
around Greece supplied fine catches of fish, 

Ciiiiififtt. Ancient Greece usually had a mild, piem- 
an t climate. About 25 ifiches (64 centime ten) of rain 
fell every year, most of it in the winter. The people lived 
almost entirely out of doors in summer. Although Win=^ 
ter winds were c^ld, the Greeks^ held most public 
^emblies and entertain menti in the open air. 

Life of the Neple 

Th« People of ancient Greece had a mixed EuroF^an 
ancestry. No more than 2 million persons ever lived 
in the country, because there was not enough land to 
support more than that. As a result, many peraons who 
^ were born in Greece moved to oveiieas colonies. 

The elates in Greek society varied from one city- 
state to another. Athens had thpee cl^es: (1) citizens, 
who were the most numerous; (2) slav^i and (3) miiteSt 
or i^ident aliens. Sparta also had three classes^ (I) 
citizens; (2) heioiSj or se^, who were the mmt numer- 
Otis; arid (3) pertoeeii or nDncidiens. 

The Greeta usually limited citizenship to persons 
whw fatheri were cidzens. Only cit^ens took part in 
the goygmment, and only citizens could own' land. 
Most slaves belonged to individual owneri, but several 
city-itatei also used slaves in the state mines. A serf 
could own personal property, but he could not move 
from the place where he was bom (see Serf), Medc^ 
and perioeci hsd no political righti, but they enjoyed 
peiional ^edom and were protected by law. 

Lensuege, The ancient Gmey spoke many different 
dialects for hundreds of yeaii. After about 330 i.c. 



a common dialect called koini (pronounced KOT nay) 
developed from the earlier dialect spoken in Athena. 

Many invaders marched into ancient Greece, TTiey 
usually adopted the Greek language and Greek .wayi, 
and sMir it tecame hard to tell them from the people 
they Imd conquered. Socrates, who lived more than 
2,000 yeara ago, could probably lead one of today's 
Greek newspapers. But ha would probably = have 
difficulty, because of the many charig^ thee ^opla 
made in the Greek language. Sec Greek Language. 

Fflmily Life. ."In Gree^,'- wrote the historian 
Herodotus, "poverty is alwa>^ a guest.-' The people 
led iimple lives. Both farm and city folk b^an their 
day at dawn and ended it shortly after suniet. 

Shiiiin In the citi^, the Greeks built their simple 
homes around of^n courtyaris. On onfe side, the home 
had a r^fed hall called a pasias. Smaller rooms opened 
onto the courtyard from the other sides. The Greeks 
built their homes of stone or sun^ried brick, covered 
'with stucco. For heat in tlie winter, they burned char- 
coal in pans. Nairow alle^ ran between the windowIeM 
houses, Greek farmer lived in small brick or stone 
hous^. TTiey usually built , stone walls around their 
famiyards, which included sheds for the animals. 

Food. iAmt Greeks ate only two meals a day. The 
midmoming meal, or am/on, often eonsisted only of a 
dish of beans or peas and a raw onion or a roasted 
turnip^, A tout sunset, they ata deipnon, the main meaL 
It usually included bread, cheae, fip, olives, and 
sometimes a bit of fish or meat. 

The UTOks had no sugar, but used honey to sweeten 
■ dieir foi^. They used olive oil as a spread for bread, a 
cooking grease, and a loap/Most Greeks drank a mix- 
ture of wine and water. They considered milk fit only 
for animals and barbarians. 

Clothing. The Greeks developed a graceful and 
beautiful c^tumo. Both men and .women wore 2i chiton 
(pronounced KT im)^ a txinic that fell either to the 
kne^ or to the ankl^, A narrow^ belt drew in the 
woman's chiton, at the waist. Most chitons. were made 
of w^L Only die rich^t Greeks could afford chitons 
of cotton or Unen. The people wore brown chitons for 
work, and bleached white ones on fomial occasions. 
. j^th men and women also wore himaiwris (pro- 
nounced hih MAT ih ahfis)^ or clo^, which they 
draped over, their shouldem and arms. A young man 
sometimes wore^a ffA/amyj (pronounced KLAT mis% or 
short cape, fastened at the shoulder. A woman might 
wear a piplqs, a variation^ of the chiton. Indoors, the 
Greeks usually went barefoot. Out of doors^ many 
wore sandals. M^t Greeks went bareheaded. 

Remaiion, Eveiy city and town had an outdoor
